FOR FALL PLANTING. 

XE of the most {)leasiug and inexpensive pastimes that can be indulged in, one equally 
interesting and instructive to young or old, is the cultivation of bulbous roots, either 
in the garden, greenhouse or sitting-room. For indoor blooming, either in pots or 
glasses, the Hyacinth and Tulip deservedly hold first place. Furnishing a wealth 
of bright-colored bloom, of delicious fragrance, throughout the dreary Winter 
months, their presence adds a brightness to the home that is simply charming. 

The outdoor display, so captivating in early Spring, never fails to excite enthusiasm. The tiny Snow¬ 
drop, the modest Crocus, the dainty Daffodil, the brilliant Tulip, as they pass in succession with advancing 
Spring, mantle our gardens with prismatic colorings, rarely equaled. 

Culture in Glasses. —The best single varieties should be selected for this mode of culture. Use 
soft water, and fill the glasses so that the base of the bulb will just come in contact with the water. Keep 
in a dark, cool place until the roots are about six inches long, after which expose to the light and air in a 
warm room. Add water occasionally as it evaporates, and should it become impure, change, being careful 
to avoid injury to the roots. 

Culture in Pots. —Select solid heavy bulbs, and plant in a rich sandy loam, using a four or five inch 
pot for each bulb, and inserting the bulb, so that the top is just level with the surface. Water thoroughly 
and set away in a cool, dark place, or bury in the open ground to the depth of six inches for several weeks. 
After this they can be removed to a light and warm location, where they will soon fiower. By bringing in 
a few pots at a time, about two weeks apart, a succession of bloom may be had. 

Culture in the Garden. —To secure good results, planting should be done early in the Fall, say from 
October until November; bulbs do well in ordinary soil, and should be planted from three to four inches 
below the surface, and protected with a light coating of manure, to regulate temperature; in making your 
bulb bed, secure a sunny exposure, if possible—the results will be much more satisfactory. 

BULBS BY riAIL _Do not neglect to add postage, as indicated, when bulbs are ordered by mail, 

otherwise we will be obliged to reduce the quantity sufficiently to cover the cost of mailing. Some few 
varieties are mailed free at single and dozen rates, but these are so noted. Large quantities go by express 
or freight, according to instructions.

For planting in the open ground, October 
and November are the best months; the 
bulbs should bo planted from five to six inches apart, and from three to 
four inches deep. When grown in pots, they shovdd be potted from 
to five, according to size, in a 5 inch pot, the soil and treatment being 
the same as for Hyacinths.

The latter sorts, such as La 
Candeur, Rex Rubrorum, Yellow Rose, etc., are very effective in beds or borders, producing dense masses of bloom of 
most brilliant colors, which remain in perfection a long time.

T hese charming, graceful flowers have 
had a great revival of popularity in the 
last few years, and are now prime favorites 
for early blooming in the garden, and are 
largely forced by florists for winter flowers. 
They are bright and hardy (except the Poly¬ 
anthus sorts), and nearly all are most deli¬ 
ciously fragrant; no flower better deserves 
its popularity. Of easy culture, th.ey are 
equally satisfactory for potting and for the 
open bed and borders, where their rush-like 
glaucous foliage and white and yellow flow¬ 
ers are very much admired. For their culti¬ 
vation the soil should bo well-loosened, so 
that the roots have perfect freedom in their 
growth. The planting of bulbs should be 
deep, and about five to ten Inches apart. 

After the foliage dies down in the sum¬ 
mer, the bulbs should be lifted and replanted 
In September or October In a different place 
In the garden ; in this way they will thrive 
and Increase from year to year. Everyone 
shouid have at least a few of these charm¬ 
ing plants. 

For house culture plant several bulbs 
together in a pot and keep in a cool room, 
give plenty of light and water, and they will 
bloom from February to April. The Poly¬ 
anthus varieties are earliest, and best adapt¬ 
ed to house culture, but all will do well in 
pots if not kept too warm and forced too 
rapidly.

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LILIES. 

Among all hardy plants, these rank first in import¬ 
ance. The state'Uuess of habit, beauty of form, and 
variety of coloring, together with the most pleasing fra¬ 
grance, leaves the Lily without a rival among hardy 
bulbous plants. In selecting a location for planting 
Lilies, due attention must be paid to the proper prepara^ 
tion of the soil. In the first place, it ought to be properly 
under-drained, so that no water can collect around the 
bulbs. Then it .should be well enriched with old, well- 
rotted stable manure; if a proportion, say one-third of 
leaf-mold or peat, can be mixed with the soil, it will be 
all the better; in heavy loamy soils, the same propor¬ 
tion of sand will make a suitable spot. They require 
very little care and when once planted should be left 
untouched as long as possible. 

Great success has followed when an inch of clean 
sand has been placed under and over the bulb when setting. Manure should never come in direct contact with the bulbs, 
as it causes decay. Top dressing is the better way to enrich the soil after the bulbs are once established. Though they 
may nearly all be called liardy, it is well to protect against severe frosts by a covering of ashes or litter.

In the garden, Lily of the Valley succeeds 
admirably in a rich, loamy or heavy sandy soil, and 
may bo grown in any sliady spot, or even under 
trees if not too shady, receiving a good top dress¬ 
ing of well-rotted manure every Fall. For pot cul¬ 
ture, sot the pips in well-drained pots or flats hav¬ 
ing the bottoms covered with a layer of fibrous 
moss or peat, then fill them with sandy soil, 
niijY OP THE vaijHey. slightly mixed with moss. This will hold the mois¬ 

ture, which is essential to success. Cover the pips 
to the depth of half an inch, set away in a dark room or cellar, where a uniform temperature of about seventy de¬ 
grees can be maintained. Leave there for ten days or two weeks, and keep well watered, always using lukewarm water, 
so as not to chill the roots. Then bring into the light and set in a warm place. In a few weeks the whole will be a 
mass of flowers. By repeating this process at Intervals, a constant succession of bloom is maintained throughout the 
winter. Water should never be syringed on the flowers when in bloom, as it will spoil them. 

Success in forcing depends largely upon the quality of the pips. Many of them on the market will not produce good 
blooms. For many years we have enjoyed an enviable reputation for the quality of our pips, and we can recommend 
them with every confidence.

Ten poiindx will upawn about ten feet .square. 



Mushroom beds may be made in a warm 
dry cellar or In any bulldiDg where the frost 
does not penetrate, and In the open air dur¬ 
ing the summer and fall months. Having 
procured the Spawn, the next thing to be 
attended to is to make preparations for the 
beds. About a fortnight or three weeks 
before the beds are to be made, collect a 
quantity of fresh horse manure withoutthe 
straw ; place It In a heap under cover, and 
as It heats keep turning It over once or 
twice a week, until the flery heat has been 
exhausted, which will require from ten to 
fourte n days’time. When the manure Is In 
a condition to be made up, lay out your 
bed acc 'rdlng to your requirements, say 3 
feet wide, 10 feet long and from 2 to 3 feet 
deep: beat It well down with the back of 
the spade as the process of building goes 
on. When the bed has been made some 
Ume, say a week or thereabouts, and the 
heat sulOciently declined to a temperature 
of 66 or 76 degrees, the Spawn may be put 
Into it. Break the Spawn In pieces 2 inches 
square, and put them 6 Inches apart, all over 
the bed, then cover the bed with 2 Inches of 
rich soil, the stronger the better, but of a 
loamy quality, beating It down firmly with 
a spade. The soil used for this purpose 
should bo In a pllablecondltlon.and not too 
wet or over-dry. Cover the bed wit h a foot 
of dried straw or hay ; examine once a week 
to see If the manure is not heated while In 
this condition ; If so. It will destroy the 
Spawn, which will require spawning a sec¬ 
ond time If everything goes on well.you 
may expect mushro ms In about flve orsix 
weeks. When the soli looks dry, give a 
gentle watering with repld water, using a rose on the watering pot. 
If the beds are made out of doors, protect them from rain by cover¬ 
ing them with shutters or sashes. Good crops of mushrooms can be
